Mr. Mackenzie King, the new Min- 
ister of Labor, got into a curious snarl 
the other day in passing his estimates 
through the House.

But Gorern- 
ment publications are printed at the 
Printing Bureau, which does not use 
that label. Under the circumstances, 
the expedient was hit upon of getting 
the Printing Bureau to farm out the 
printing of the Labor Gazette .to a 
local newspaper office which has the 
right to the label. This is the state of 
affairs, and all” that Mr. Mac. 
kenzie King had to do when question- 
ed was to avow it. But this was not 
cotivenient and so he fenced. Mr. 
Armstrong (E. Lambton) asked where 
the Labor Gazette was printed, and 
Mr. King replied: ‘The Department 
obtains the Labor Gezette from the 
King’s Printer. There have been 
times when the Printing Bureau has 
been much crowded and the King's 
Printer finds it necessary to make his 
own arrangements. But so far as our 
Department is concerned we deal with 
the King’s Printer.”

Foreign Armies. 


The recent news of the bppolatmest 
of Sergeant Baldwin to post of 
eavalry instructor to the Emperor of 
Morocco, at a salary of something 
like £1,500 a year, shows that the age 
of military romance is not yet dead. 
¥t is not so easy nowadays for the 
friendless aoe penniless soldier in our 
army to to a major-gen » 
as did the fate Sir Hector Macdonald, 

uke O'Connor, V.C:;, W. McBean, 
V.C., and others; but there are, ney- 
ertheless, two General Officera sffll 
alive who were once private soldiers, 
Bir Harry Finn, late Inspec- 
tor-General ‘of the Australian Forces, 
and Gilbert Hamilton. John Shipp, a 
poor boy and the son of a private, 
ohioved: the unique record of twice 
winning a commission from the ranks 















th_our “Army. : 
It iain Moret armies, however, 
that our talented Tommies reap the 


tichest rewards. Take the case of 
the Earl of Stirling, who, overwhelm- 
ed with debt, emigrated. to 
enlisted as a private. and rose to be a 
prlendies xe ral. By cleverly avail- 
ing himself of the fluctuating condi- 
tions of: the. curre: was. ulti- 
mately able to pay a debt of £50.- 
000 with but £1,000 in gold and sil- 
ver! His case recalls that of one of 
the Earls of Lindsay,.who had been 
a sergeant in our Army, and was the 
son of a private soldier! 

Probably no British soldier achiev- 
ed moro success overseas than Trooper 
Ward, of the Yorkshire Yeomanry. 
He was deputed to take some horses 
to the Prince of Parma (n principal- 
ity in the kingdom of Italy), and his 
scathing criticism of the Prince's sta- 
bles led to his being appointed the 
latter’s personal groom and attendant 
at a high salary. His sound sense 
was so much appreciated that he was 
consulted on every occasion, given 
high military rank, and presented 
with jewelled swords and other honors. 
He thoroughly reformed the army in 
a way that raised the envy of neigh- 
boring States, was sent to Vienna as 
Ambassador, and while there saved 
his country n war with Austria. 

The ex-trooper finally revisited 
England as baron and commander-in- 
chief of the army of Parma, and was 
received by Lord Palmerston, who 
called Lim “one of the most remark- 
able roen of the ase.” On his return 
he fuand that his Royal patron had 
been murdered. and he was himsel 
forced to fly for his life to Austria, 
where he died. 

It was ordained that another Brit 
ish private—James Hastie—should 
carry through similar important re- 
forms in a foreign land. He accom- 

nied his regiment, the 56th, to 

auritius in “‘Waterloo year,” when 
ve held the rank of sergeant. His 
atavery there—not fighting, but ex- 
tincuishing a fire—earned him a com- 
mission, and he entered the Gover- 
not’s service. Shortly afterwards Ra- 
dama, King of Madagascar, sent two 
of his sons to Mauritius to learn Eng- 
lish, and the ex-private was appoint 
ed their tutor. Consequently, he re- 
turned with them to Madagascar, be- 
came British Resident there, and gain- 
ed enormous influence, his reforma 
including the abolition of the export 
tlave trade... He also reorganized the 
ariny on the European model, and 
his denth was mae the occasion for 
a great demonstration by the Mada- 

scans, the King writing of him: 

Many may boast much, but nona 
will do as much as he has donc.” 





“Mr. Burns of Battersea.” 

When Mr. John Burns became their 
President, the Local Government 
Board officials had a surprise in store 
for them. “Honest John” had all 
those who had been in the habit of 
coming late “fon the carpet.’’ and 
rated them soundly. In consequence, 
he soon earned the title of the ‘Auto- 
erat of Whitehall.” 

Mr. Burne telle of himself that one 
night he was helping his mother 
home from Park Lane with a basket 
of laundry, at the bottom of which 
was some broken food for himself and 
his brothers. Near the Houses of Par- 
liament he sat down on the basket, 
and, after a few minutes’ thought, 
said :— 

“Mother, if I have health and 
strength, no mother shall have to 
work as you have to. and no child do 
what I have to do.” 

The boy’s first place was as a page; 
later he apprenticed himself to an en- 
gineering firm, and when he was 
through, went out to the West Const 
of Afriva. 

As a labor organizer, he helped to 
carry through the great dock strike, 
using his influence to keep the 50,000 
men involved from riot and violence. 
In 1887 he was arrested at a mecting 
in Trafalgar Square, and served 
three months’ imprisonment. He has 
been M.P. for Butteraea since 1892.

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English Soldiers Who Have Risen Ir. | Britain's New. Army of Recognized 


Boy Cadets Flourishing. 


Now that the Territorial Army is} FRat fg .« 


practically in full development, the 
War Office is turning its attention to 
the organization of cadct corps form- 
ed of lads over J2 years of age. The 
authorities have just issued in a draft 
form the regulations for cadet cope 
which are to be submitted to the 
Territorial Associations for comment. 
The regulations, if apreoved: will not 
have effect before the beginning of 
the financial year'1910-11. «Tho cadet 
corps mentioned in the new regula 
tions must not be confused with what 
were known as the cadet corps before 
the 8 of the Territorial scheme. 
: ter, raised by all the great 

blic schools, are now officers’ train- 
ing corps, and have their definite 
place in recruiting for the commis- 
sioncd ranks of the Territcrial Force. 
The cadet corps with which the new 
rules deal are those partially organ- 
ized bodies belonging to many of the 
Beco and elementary schools. 
The rulea state that a county organ- 
ization shali not give official recogni- 
tion to any corps, under the 
» “unless it is likely to 
furnish recruits to the Territorial 
Force.” Cadet corps, also, must be 
sale sepporting: except for grants in 
kind. grants will include: 
Thirty rounds of miniature ammun- 
ition per man, under certain condi- 
tions. 

Rifles or carbines and 
such as arv available. 

Five “converted” service rifles or 
nuniature rifles for every 100 qualified 
cadets. 

Free use of Government land for 
camps and Government rifle ranges! 

Every cadet corps will be affiliated, 
as soon as it is properly organized 
and recognized, to the Territorial 
unit. Cadets who enlist direct into 
a Territorial unit may, at the com- 
manding officer’s discretion, be ex- 
cused some or all of the customary 
recruit drills. Moreover, their cadet 
service after the age of 15 will be al- 
lowed to count for the Territorial 
Force Decoration. In the ordinary 
way cadets will only Ie allowed to 
stay in their corps until they are 
eligible to join the Territorials, ex- 
cept in school corps, when they will 
be allowed to stay as. long as they 
ate at the school. No boy under the 
age of 12 will be admitted to any 
corps. Arms carried by recognized 
cadets will be exermpt from gun 
license duty. To assist county aaso- 
ciations in meeting necessary charges, 
they will receive annually a grant 
ealculated at the rate of 243. for every 
10 efficient cadets.

Oil, Sunlight and Heat All Harmful. 

Rubber Shoes Should Fit Well. 
Some valuable suggestions are con- 

tained ip n circular issued by a rab- 
ber Ivotwesr producing dimn: 

Fiest.—linportance of Gtting rubbers 
properly. However good the quality 
or perfect the style. rubber shocs will 
hot give satisfactory service if they 
ure not properly Otted to the leather 
shoes over which they are lotended to 
be worn. Nelthef can rubber boots nor 
lumbermen’s shoes be expected to wear 
well If they are not properly Otted. 
Always Ot boots as small as they can 
be worn with comfort. It tx inipossi- 
ble to make 2 boot that will not break 
{tn the foot If it Is worn too large. Fit 
boots small acd thus avoid wrinkles 
and iusure good service, 

Second.—Grease and oll are very in- 
jurious, Do not allow grease, ofl or 
animal fat to:come In contect with 
rubber goods. as it will specdily de 
compese the best mbber that czn be 
prodaced, Even milk contains enovgh 
grease to injure rubber boots nnd shoes, 

Third.—Strong sunlight {s lvjuriors. 
Itubber boots and xhoez when not be 
log worn should slways be kept away 
from the alr as much ns possible and 
in a cool, dark place, as strong sunlight 
and hot, dry alr will soon cause even 
the best rubber to oxidize and crack, 
especially where it ts wrinkled of the 
outside surface of the rubber ts under 
2 consinut stmin. 

Fourth.—Heat ix fatal, Remember 
that heat anbearnble to the band ts 
more than enough to destroy the value 
and wearlng qualities of good rubber 
boots and shecs. When you warm 
your feet before the fire or radiator 
with your rubbers on, by the time you 
feel the warinth the rubbers are asaal- 
| ly cooked to death. 

Fifth.—Ltnbber tears earlly., This is 
true of cloth. paper and various other 
things, but few cood< besides rubber 
hare such great tensile strength and 
yet will tear so easily after a rent ts 
once made.

If Ueury Hudson and tobert Ful- 
ton gallantly referred to their wives 


as thelr “better halves” time has been | 


less polite In almost consigning their 
Memory to oblivion. 

Of Mes. Hudson we have scarcely 
any record. There ls no record of whe 
she was or where she died. She was 
simply the wife of Henry Hudson, tha 
woman who watched bim sail ayo 
on bis hazardous voyages toward an 
unknown worid and who in his ab- 
sence struggled with poverty, aud 
prayed for his return. ¥ 

To an old contract of Iudson‘’s with 
the East India cdpany we find thut 
the company bound’ itself to pay Hud 
son $320 if he was successful in Ond- 
ing the passage which he was sajliuy 
for; “also other rewards commensurate 
for his service to be agreed upon be 
tween the company and the sald Hen- 
fF Hudson.” But, mindful of the wife 
and children he was leaving bebind 
him, Hudson had the proviso inserted 
that if be failed to return from his 
voyage the company was to pay his 
widow for her support and the main } 
tenance of his children the muniliceut } 
sum of $90: 

Whether Mrs. Hudson collected this 
money after the I fated expedition, 
fn which sbe lost both her busband 
and her eldest son, we do not know, 
but we find in the court minutes of the 
East lodia company for April 14, 1614, 
the following: “Belng tnformed that 
Mrs. Hudson, the wife or widew of 
Ar, Hudson, who was fost in the 
Rorthwest discovery, desired thelr fa- 
vor for employing a son of bis, she 
being left very poor, and conceiving 
that they were partly obliged in char- 
ity to give assistance in regard that 
his father peristed In the common- 
wealth, resotved to recommend bim to 
the cate of sdme ove who Is golng to 
make a voyage to the East Indics.” 

In an‘entry a few days later we find 
thut the companys was even better than 
its word, for we read, “Mrs. Hudsou's }* 
86n being mroended to the care of 
Hunt, mastep’s mate in the Samaritan, 
5 £ be laid out for blm in apparel and 
necessaries.” 

More is of course known of Mra. Fal- 
ton, since she has Hving descendunts 
not many generations removed from 
her memory. However, Fulton's biog- 
raphers content themselves with dis- 
missing the lady in one pacagraph and 
with the statement: “In 1806 Sulton 
was married to Harriet. the daughter 
of Walter Livingstone, some relative 
of the enterprising chancellor, with 
whom Fulton had so much controver- 
xy. Four children were born of the 
union—three girls and a boy, Robert 
Barlow Fulton.” 2

fgin, and Mrs. Pankhurst and her 
daughter will nut be the only women 
from the British isles to visit the coun- 
try in the next few months fn the in- 
terest of the cause. In a sense the 
visitors will only even up the score, 
for many American women have been 
active in-the syffragist agitation in 
London. Two young American women 
Were among those who served prison 
terms for the attempt to stofin the 
house of commons, and others hare 
been engaged in a specchmaking tour 
of England and Scotland.

Bel- 
mont’s organization, on the otber band, 
has Invited the English belligerents to 
come orer here and lecture, so there 
is likely to be friction fo the opposing 
camps, if not war to the knife. 
Chicago clubwomen have “turned 
down” Mrs, Pankhurst. giting as the 
reason that her prices are entirely too 
high. She bas como to this country 
under the management of a bureau 
that charges $200 for ove Ieature. The 
matter was subiitted also to the 
largest club In St. Louis and voted 
down, but New York and Philadel- 
phia, however, nre prepared to make 
much of the English champion despite 
the high price.

Must Be Sent to Acquaintances, “At 
Home” Cards Only to Friends. 

Giris who are married quietly ahould 
be particular to send many announce- 
ment cards, To say that these en- 
graved forms should be sent broadcast 
is none too strong, for to omit a per- 
son is equiralent to saying that one 
does not care to acknowledge bis or 
her existence, and they differ from in- 
Vitations In that to send one fs not 
tantameunt to 2 request to continue 
the acquaintance. But if there ts the 
slightest doubt as to whether or not 3 
person is to be remembered by an an- 
nouncement it would be better to err 


“on the side of commission than omis- 


sion, 

The inclosure of an “at home” card 
becomes a direct request for the per- 
son's acquaintance, and in my opinion 
such cards are important with an- 
nouncements, There is always more 
or less speculation as to the reasons 
or details of a small wedding when 
the persons married hare a large lst 
of acquaintances, and unless there are 
“at home” cards the newly married 
couple are not definitely located in the 
minds of thelr friends. Nothing def- 
nite ts expected: of the prospective 
hostess, because no definite days need 
be set. It is cnough that the card 
shall read, “At homie after November 
Arst,” for instance, The address then 
follows. ERAS 

There ‘are slight changes In the 
forms for announcements. Those who 
care for the most elaborate choose a 
kind wherein the reciplent’s bame is 
written, as In some wedding Invwita- 
tions, This means much extra work 
and fs not better form than the usual 
one that omits it. 

Also as"in invitations the announce- 
ments may be made In the name of 
the bride's parents or her nearest rela- 
tlye—for example: 

“Mr. and Mrs, James Brown Smith” 
may “announce the marriage of thelr 
daughter Laura to Mr, Charles Evans 
Jones,” the place and date following. 

They are sent out precisely as are 
Invitations, There are two envelopes, 
and the name of a young gir! may be 
put on that of the parents. The cards 
must be addressed and stamped to be 
posted Iinmediately after the ceremo- 
ny. It is a great mistake to have any 
delay in getting them out. 

Inaldentally one may say to a bus!- 
ness girl that it is a courteous act to 
send an announcement, but not an “at 
home” to her former employer, and 
whether or not she has ever seen the 
wife, If he ls married, her name should 
be Included. It {s never good form to 
send a married man a card of any 
sort without alse one to his.wife.

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“HOMEMADE ‘LAMP SHADE.~ 


Charming Effects Easily Evolved With 
Colored Cut Paper. : 

It will be readily seen from a glance 
at the fllustrations that the designs 
used for this paper lamp shade are 
similar to those used in the popular 
art of stenciling. If you want to car 
ry out original patterng you must 
trace their subject with a broad 
double outline of uniform width—to 
simulate the Jeading employed in real 
stained glass—upon stiff @hrdbcard, 
which should not be very thick or the 
cutting out process will be rendered 
very dificult. To make the shade 
four or six sections will be’ required 
for the sides and a square piece for 
the top. The cardboard is then laid: 
on a sheet of glass or tery smooth 
bard wood and all the Intervening 


‘spaces between the Jines cut away 


with a sharp pointed knife or with 
small scissors, .The keen edged, dell- 
cate instruments used for manicuring 
are ideal for this purpose, This is 
Teally the only troublesome part of 
the work. Once tho skeleton frame- 
work of the design !s successfully 
made the rest Is casy. A tiny file or 
emory paper can be used to smooth 
all rough edges. Any uncvenness 
must be pressed out and corners neat- 
ly finolshed. The framework Is then 
palnted with two or three coats of

London, Dec. 4.—In a‘ terrifie gale 
that raged yesterday over the British 
Isles the steamer Thistlemere, i coal- 
laden, went to her doom off Apple- 
dere, in Barnstable Bay, and it is be- 
lieved that her entire crew of thirty 
men perished. Four bodies have becn 
washed ashore. 

The Thistlemere was in command oi 
Capt. Yeo and was bound from Liv- 
erpool for an American port. She 
was of 4,008 tons and was built in 
1506 at Stockton, Eng. :

Capt. Paterson of Montreal depreeat- 
ed the efforts which had been made 
to turn this into a political question.

Sir Wilfrid Laurier said that in 
1370 he had the honor of wearing the 
Queen's uniform. He expressed the 
belief that if the veterans had taken 
up the matter some yeara ago there 
would have been little difficulty about 
their request. = 

He sympathized deeply with the 
movement, but could have wished that 
the veterans had beenduniform in 
their demands. If anything is done, 
however, it should be done soon. He 
thought there would ‘be some ditti- 
culty in deciding just «ho would be 
‘entitled to reward. 

Sir Wilfrid said, in conclusion, that 
the matter was seriously engaging the 
attention of the Government, and if 
.it was possible to decide that the re- 
quest could be granted, nothing would 
please him better, 

In the House yesterduy Mr. Defers 
introduced a bill to amend the Bank- 
ing Act. 

It provides that more publicity be 
given when banks make a large bo- 
nus; that 15 shareholders, represent. 
ing one-twentieth of the capital of a 
bank, may summons a meeting, in- 
stead of 25 shareholders, representing 
one-tenth of the capital as is now the 
cuse, 

It also aims to protect shareholders 
from bad faith on the part of the 
directors, and provides for the in. 
spection of banks by’ the Department 
of Finance. 

Hon. Mr. Foster asked when the 
amendment of the Banking Act would 
be introduced. Mr. Fielding said that 
it would be some little time. Owing 
to matters affecting the Department 
which would be dealt with, the amend. 
ments would probably not be intro- 
duced. until after the recess. 

Mr, Foster: “What about the bud. 
get?” 

Mr. Fielding said he had hoped to

dustry of any size in the community 
and employed -a large number of 
hands, the mills being practically 
closed down during the receivership, 

On account of a dispute over the 
amount of taxes due from the mills 
and the liquidation proceedings, 1 
large sumyin public school taxes hna 
been tied up, and the town owes the 
Public school nine thousand dollars 
on the levies of 1907-8, besides the 
year’s levy. 

The teachers have only ‘received 
$39 each since the midsummer vaca- 
tion and yesterday they resolved’ tc 
quit in a bedy, as there seems na 
immediate prospect of receiving any 
money on their salaries, and the pros- 
peet of living without means does not 
appeal to them after subsisting three 
months on $10 per month. 

The town council has in view the 
submitting of a bylaw to the electors 
authorizing the consolidation of the 
municipsl debt and the issue of de 
bentures te provide financial relief, 
but there is a feeling among the rate 
payers that the bylaw is in some way 
connected with the present situation, 
and it may meet with substantial 
opposition.

The forcats are owned by the 
Domlnion or Provincial gorernmenta 
for the most:part and so far aos 
worked arc leascd to private in- 
dividuala or Jumber companies, These 
you will my, can be trusted to 
look after tho Interests of: the peo- 
ple on the ons hand, and of the pri- 
vate Umit holdera on the othor. De- 
sides it has always been said ~ that 
our forests are ilt.mitable and orcry 
day the railways are pressing far- 
ther Into our-sorth country where 
the forests are. Again, you will ar- 
gue, cven supposing that the sup- 
plies of timber do fail, clever men 
will invent substitutes that will take 
the place of wood, wo can get on 
without the timber and the land can 
be uscd’ more profitably to grow 
crops. 

There ts a good reason for using 
such arguments, It ls only yoster- 
day that our public apeakers ceased 
to talk of Canada's Hiimitable and 
inexhaustible forests, Those who 
live in the older parts of  Canida 
have heard of th> struggles_ of the 
iNonters to clear the land. ‘They see

In one respect, however, {t seems that 


custom has been changed very slightly, 
for marriage was essentially av affair 
of trade between the parents of the 
bridegroom and those of the bride. 
This Is ascertalned from the Jegal code 
of Hammurabl, king of Babylon, B. C. 
2200. The futare hosband paid the 
price of the bride,:and her father pro- 
vided her dower and trousseau, Under 
these circumstances there was n0.such 
courtship as precedes marriage in aw 
cormlance with occidental ideas. Still;

THE POSTAGE STAMP. 


Much Labor and Care Expended in 
Gumming Its Back.

For 
instance, how many, when they glibly 
stick a postage stamp on a letter, 
think of the trouble that has been 
taken to put just the right amount of 
muciiage on the stamp?

labor and care expended on the backs { 


of stamps are considerable. It is @ 
most delicate operation. 

After the printing great sheets of 
stamps are passed under a roller, from 
which they receive a thin coating of 
gum. Then they are gradually dried 
over steam pipes. Of course care is 
taken to make the coating eren. Tcsts 
are hourly made to sce that the heat 
and humidity are exactly right. Then 
for each season of the year allowance 
must be made—a harder gum for 
summer, a thinver one for winter. In 
winter the guin Is apt to crack, and 
care must be taken to prevent tbat. A 
third grado for spring and fall gum fs 
known as “lotermediate.” So, you see, 
even so small a thipg.as’ a postage 
stamp is an Stem of interest in the 
country’s workshop.—Chicago News.

Nearly 90,000,000 sheep are pastured 
in Australia to-day, and the pastoral 
industry brings to Australia’s popula- 
tion of between four and four and a 
half millions some $125,000,000 a year 
—more than $25 a year for-tvery man, 
woman, and child, ° 

Of much more than Australian mo- 
ment was the growth of this grand 
wool industry. It gave to England a 
new source of wealth. Before the 
days of Australia, Spain was looked 
upon as the only country in the 
world which could produce fine wool,

Ottawa, Dec. 7.—In the House of 
Commons. yesterday, Hugh Guthrie 
(Liberal, South Wellington) moved: 
“That in the opinion of this Hoyse 
it is advisable that » commission of 
enquiry be forthwith appointed to in- 
vestigate the needs of Canada in re- 
Spéct to technical education, and to 
report on ways and means by which 
these needs may be best met.” 

Then two, remarkable things hap- 
pened, the Liberal majority fell ‘to 
2, which is the lowest: since. 1896, 
jand the strongest Opposition to the 
; Government since the days of Mr. 
Bourassa came from within its own 
party. y; 

Hon: Mackenzie Kifig, Minister of 
Labor, opposed’ the resolution, after 
a wordy speech, nnd dissertation up- 
on the needs of technical education. 
Incidentally he made a ‘bad ‘break, 
aving forgotten that the Premier 
himself had told the Trades and Labor 
Congress that the appointment of sucts 
a commission was under consideration 
of Government. 

But the Government rose to his res- 
eut, and while many Liberals had 
supported Mr. Guthrie in their 
speeches, only two had the courige to 
vote for him. 

Mr. Guthrie introduced the resolu- 
tion, he said, at the request of the 
Canadian Manufacturers’. Association, 
and of the Trades and Labor Congress 
of Canada. The C.M.A. had taken the 
ication up with the Boards of Trade. 

e heads of the higher institutions of 
education and the provincial Pre- 
micrs. “All were in favor of Govern- 
tment action, and the Premicrs of the 

inces agreed that something could - 
done by the Dominion without in 
@ny way trespassing upon the conati- 
tutional rights of the provinces to dea 
with matters of education. 

Mr. Guthrie quoted from various rv- 
solutions to show that the demand 
was not local, or sectional, but na- 
tional in w fier cteseot tear nen 
s0 regarded erinany, the Unite: 
States and Switzerland, where much 
headway had been made. 

Technical education was desired ‘by 
the workman because it gave him an 
opportunity to improve his cundition, 
and by the manufacturera because it 
would enable them to compete suc- 
cessfully with countries where a4 large 
portion of the population consisted of 
Citizens who. had bewn technically in- 
structed. . 

The chief objection would no doubt 
be the constitutional one, that under 
the terms of section 93 of the B.N.A. 
Act, the matter of education was plac- 
ed entirely under the control of tho 
Provincial Governments. But there 
were many thin & the Federal Gor- 
ernment might do to encourage teeh- 
nical education without infringing u 
on the rights of the provinces. The 
fathers of Confederstion had no con- 
ception of the problem of technical 
education, which did not exist in their 
day. A technical education could be

trial training,” and it had little to do 
with the system of scholastic training 
contemplated when the BN.A. Act 
was framed. 

“It is a matter,"’ said Me, Guthrie. 
“af economics rathrr than culture, of 
dollars and cents, rather than of 
scholarships and refinement.” 

Some of the subjects were now 
taught in our colleges, because the 
colleges had found it necessary to in- 
clude them in the curriculum. The 
colleges, however, did not mvet. the 
demand from the sons of the artisan 
elassea who desired to be technically 
educated. 

The Federal Government would be 
justified in doing something for this 
branch of education under section 91, 
of the B.N.A, Act, which gave the 
Federal Government control of trade 
and commerce.- At Kingston, in the 
Boyal Military College, the Govern- 
Ment was carrying on tuition as an 
adjunct of military training, why 
should it not therefore go into indus. 
trialtraining, as an adjunct of trade 
and commerce? 

Mr. Guthrie’s suggestions included 
an inquiry into electrical smelting 
and pulp wood situation and the es- 
tablistiient of experimental stations 
for mathinery and grants to Provin- 
cin] Governments. He suggested that 
the commission might visit the Unit-. 
ed States and the continent. Even if 
the Government did nothing in the 
way of establishing schools, ete., the 
information so gained would be of 
value to the provinces. 

Mr. Haggart (Winnipeg) said that a 
trained industrial people was one of 
the best assets of a country, and he 
did not think that the people would 
consider this’ Parliament was execed- 
ing its jurisdiction in providing for 
technical education. 

Ralph Smith (Nanaimo) considered 
that the Government should take up 
and control the technical education 
of the cquntry. Labor men ought to 
stand for any system or any principle 
that would help the masses of the 
People. ,

“But if they are 
to be taken in, they must be taken in 
on business terms, and on reasonable 
values, and when taken in the roads 
a0 acquired, and the’ LC.R.° itself, 
must be administered from the point 
of view of business and efficiency, 
etre be absolutely separated from

“YT delieve that if public ownership 
is attempted in this country on these 
lines, it will succeed, and I hope that

For instance, our ‘Lord 
Jesus taught that we should pray to 
the Father, “Thy Kingdom come; thy 
will be done on earth as it is done in 
heaven.”* reference of this prayer 
ig tothe Milleghial reign or govern- 
ment of Christ, which St. Paul de.

ation, all sin, everything contrary to 
Divine character and Law. It will be 
the Kingdom of God which will sub- 
due all things. It will be the Kingdom 
of God amongst men perfected when 
all things shall have been subdued.

Should we 
think it strange that we, his younger 
brethren. justified through his blood, 
should be required, not merely .

very character! Is not what we as 
the Church of Christ.expericnce very 
reasonable indeed—who would he 
3 prepared to teach the world meekness, 
patience, brotherly-kindness, — long- 
suffering, love, without first of all de- 
veloping these various qualities’ of 
character in himself?

When the Scriptures refer to th 
Church as being fit for the Kingdom 
and as being the “overcomers’’ for 
whom the Kingdom is prepared, and 
who shall share its glorics and hon- 
ors, because “they are worthy” (Re- 
velation iii, 4), we are to understend 
this worthiness and fitness,.not that 
they were originally so, but that by 
God's grace, through Christ, a trans 
formation work will eventually bring 
some to this glorious position where 
God himself will esteem them worthy 
to be ealled his children, and to be 

joint-heirs with his Son, the Great 

Sing. 

There is one certain standard of fit- 
ness for the Kingdom and none other 
will do; but there may be quite a 
variety of conditions which make 
one unfit for the Kingdom.. One of 
these is murder. “No murderer hath 
eternal life abiding in him” (lL. Jehn 
iti, 15). He would be unfit for the 
Kingdom. This would not signify. 
however, that one who had once been 
a murderer might not, by a sound 
conversion and by faithfulness in 
the School of Christ, become a mem- 
ber of the Kingdom class. But the 
word murder here used has a_broad- 
er meaning than is generally xt- 
tached to it—the meaning which &t. 
John ‘gave to the word when he said 
that whosoever hateth his: brother 
is a murderer (1. John ii, U).. We 
know, then, that no brother-hater is 
fit for the Kingdom. But, some may 
have been brother-haters and have 
been washed, cleansed, sanctified, 
brought into heart-relationship with 
the Lord and into love of the breth- 
ren. Hf so, the implication is that 
they have lost the spirit of murder 
froin’ their hearts and are brother- 
haters no longer. The Scriptures tell 
us also that it will be possibte for a 
man who has been figuratively wash. 
ed from his former condition uf sin- 
defilement and who has been clothed 
of the Lord symbolically in a robe 
of righteousness und who had been 
begotten of the holy Spirit of love to 
turn from this holy commandment of 
love—to turn from the way of right- 
cousness, to his former condition of 
sindefilement, The Apostle gives’ the 
illustration of the sow that was wash- 
ed_ returning to her wallowing in the 
mire (1L. Peter ji, 22). But the case'of 
such is hopeless if the step be taker 
with full’ intention and-deliberation— 
if the return to » murderous condition 
of heart—brother-hating—be with the 
full consent of the heart. The Avos- 
tle, however, does intimate that up 
to a certain point there is hope of 
recovery and hence he urges all of 
the faithful to assist these, saying “He 
that converteth s sinner (once a bro- 
ther) from the error of his ways shall 
save a soul from death,” 

Again we read, “No drunkard xhall 
enter into the Kingdom of God’ (1. 
Corinthians vi, 10). He surely would 
be unfit. This does not, however, im- 
ply that all total abstainers from in- 
tosicant liquors are fit for the King- 
dom. Neither does it imply that a 
drunkard might not reform and thus 
erase to’ b® a deunkard, and by the 
Lord’s grace, become fit for the King- 
dom. Moreover the word drunkyrd 
in the Bible is frequently used in a 
figurative sense. t represents ar. 
mildled condition of-the mind;/as fa 
instance, we read, that. Babylon’s cey 
all the natioris drunk (Reveta. 
tion xviii, 2-3). This sigaifies that 
fellowship with false doctrines hu:

Jesus Christ, 
whom thou hast sent.”” 
Pride is another quality of the heart 
which would render’ its possessor ‘un- 
fit for the Kingdom of God. We read 
that the Lord ‘resisteth «the proud 
and giveth grace to the humble’” (FE. 
Peter v, 5). Pride is one of the things 
which God hates. It is a foe ‘to 
righteousness in “general and leads 
ccptive many into sin. When we read 
that God shows his favor to the hum- 
ble, we may be sure that the favor of 
soint-beirghip pit the Redeemer is 
for the hufuble” alone. With what 
carefulness this should lead us fo 
search our hearts and put away every- 
thing in the nature of pride, self-con- 
ceit.

We may rejoice 
with such that they are better than 
their neighbors, but they are not fit 
for the Kingdom of God, unless their 
love for righteousness, for Truth, for 
the will of God, be so firmly establisti- 
ed that they are ready and willing to 
“endure hardness as good soldicrs of 
Jesus Christ’ and to “fight a good 
fight’ to the end of the course, laying 
hold upon eternal life and glory and 
immortality, One of God's objects in 
permitting the world and the flesh and 
the Adversary to have the power 
which they now sess to counteract 
and to fight against our good intcn- 
tions and govd resolutions is exptain- 
ed in the Scriptures. We read “The 
Lord your God proveth you, to know 
whether ye love the Lord your God 
with all your heart and with all your 
soul” (Deuteronomy xiii, 3). If love 
of sin or love of self or love of any 
earthly thing can overbalance our 
Jove to the Lord and to his Truth and 
his people, we are not worthy of a 
place in the Kingdom—not fit for the 
Kingdom. Not merely good proies- 
sions, but faithfulness unto death, fix. 
ily of churacter, are required of the 
Lord of such as he would honor with 
a shure in the Kingdom. 

Having noticed that lack of love, 
lack vt zeal, lack of constancy; lack 
wt devotion would unfit for the King- 
dom, let us notice some of the charac- 
teristics necessary to a place in the 
Kingdom—some of the qualities, there 
fore, which we must cach cultivate 
in our own hearts, which we must 
euch develop in his own character.

Prof. Skelton Spoke - | Body of Missing 


On Real Live Topic, 


ADDRESS BEFORE THE CANA- 
DIAN CLUB, ON “THE LLOYD- 
GEORGE BUDGET,” AT WAL- 
LACE’S LAST NIGHT. 


About 50 members of the Canadian 
Club enjoyed _an_ excellently served 
dinner at Mr. James Wallace's last 
night, and afterwards heard Prof. 
Skelton, of Queen’s, talk on “The 
Lioyd-George Budget,” a subject very 
much in the public ese at present. 
Mr. Hisey sang a pleasing solo, and 
W. S. Morden was chairman. 

The speaker described the Budyet 
as a measure which deeply affected 
the destiny of the Empire. Some of 
the taxes introduced hy Llosd-George 
may have been necessary from force 
of circumstances, but they were only 
defensible as a last resort. The situ- 
gation was not peculiar to Great Bri- 
tain; it could be found in France, 
Germany and the United States. Of 
the British taxes, 42 per cent. falls 
on the lower class, who are indirectly 
‘taxed; 40 per cent. on” the middl- 
class, and 18 per cent. on the upper 
class. The Lloyd-George Budget is 
due to pressure from the lower classes 
to throw the burden on the wealthier 
class. The details of the Budget, 
which are well known, were given 
and those fortunate enough to be pre- 
sent gained -a very fair idea of the

In dealing with dummies, notice 
must be made of, perhaps, the most 
famous and dangerous of them 2il— 
Bank of Engraving notes. The “‘offi- 
cial” description of these is both in- 
teresting and cautionary. 

Bank of Engraving notes are exact 
facsimiles of Bank of England notes, 
with the exception that the word “En- 
Staving™ appears in the place of 
“England.” The nature of the paper, 
color of the ink, and style of print 
ing are identical with those of the 
genuine bank note. The possession 
of Bankaef Engraving notes is not a 
criminal @ffence; but persona found 
with these riotes upon them are re- 
garded with suspicion by the police. 

The notes are usually carried by 
card-sharpers, racecourse thieves, and 
swell mobsman, and are easily dispos- 
ed of to unsuspecting persons, who 
seldom receive money in the form of 
banknotes. ’

Some Natives Still In the Stone Age 


Says’ British Explorer. 


| After two years among the savages 
in Dutch New Guinca, Mr. Pratt, a 
British naturalist, and his two sons 
j have returned 
with strange experiences {fo tell. Mr. 
Pratt (says The Pall Mall Gnzet‘e) 
is a seasoned explorer of 55 years. 
His travels have extended over wide

took a vacation in Great Britain. 
Two years*ago he came out with his 
two sons and landed: at Doreh, in 
Geelvink » where missionaries 
have been stationed for over.50 years, 
Behind Doreh stretch’ the “Arfak 
Mountains, with two large lakes ly- 
ing at a height of 8,000 feet above the 
sea There the naturalists took’ up 


Papuans, whose characteristics they 
soon discovered were untrustworthi- 
ness and thirst for blood. 

| They found the savages far below 
! the Afriean natives, without knowl- 
‘ edge or understanding of ‘the: most 


“! elementary virtues—even kindliness 


{or thankfulnocss.. They were of good 
{ Physique and lived partly by agricul- 
; ture, but their habits were loath- 
; bome. It was Inrgely due ta his abil- 
ity to keep his temper, even under 
provocation, that Mr. Pratt was able 
to manage them. They fancied that 
the traveler must have supernatural 
powers to control his anger, and. in’ 
addition to {vat they were notified by 
the Dutch authorities that any harm 
to the naturalists would. meet with 
1 prompt vengeance. At night the tent 
of the explorers was guarded by a 
| fierce watch-dog, of which the natives 
{ were much afraid. In the day‘ time 
> this dog always remained with one of 
the party left on guard, while the 
; ot always explored in company 
invarjably. a 
| For food they had tinned provisions, 
| plantains, and potutoes, but so tough 
1were their constitutions that this 
seanty range of diet did not affect 
ithem. Besides, the climate around 
‘ the lakes was glorious. Two thousand 
j feet higher up the mountains it was 
! bitterly cold at night, but the natives 
could stand it without any clothing 
at all. At night they have a process 
of providing themselves with fire. 
I They carry on scarcely any trade, and 
; live mainly on plantains and pota- 
toes, the Intter having been introdac- 
ied by missionaries in 1865. Perpetual 
; warfare is waged among the tribes, 
, for treachery is constant, and every 
death leads to blood vengeance. The 
| naturalists were often goaded to near 
the danger point of shooting, but re- 
| strained themselves, and so won te 
some extent the confidence of the 
: savages. Head hunting is a custom 
‘ of the land, and not merely are vil- 
lages, bet also houses at war against 
| houses. The result is that fear and 
treachery stalk em\ 
j through the island. Women never 
go out exsept under armed masculine 
guard.

On the other oceasion I attempted + 
to raise my head rudders as a brake | 
to check my inomentum after landing, 
and the machine shot into the air 
again for forty yards, coming to a 
dead standstill ten feet from the 
sround, and then dropped straight, 
liks"a stone, on its wheels. 

This was a valuable demonstration 
of the strength of my aeroplane; no- 
thing was broken but one tall sup- 
port.

No, the best business, from the 
poacher’s point of view, is rabbiting. 
The necessary tackle costs next to 
nothing-—half a dozen — purse-nets, 
Which the man probably makes for 
himself, and « couple of ferreta which, 
if- he did not breed them, cost him 
half n dollar apiece. That is all. 
Rabbit-poachers work in pairs, and 
the number they kill is amazing. A 
couple of years ago two ‘rabbit-poach- 
ers who were caught on the Cumber- 
nault estate, near .Glasgow, were 
found to have kept a diary of their 
captures, .

Not Done For the Sake of Neatness, 
+ but to Prevent Thefts. 

Persons who hare been somewhat 
astonished by having whitewashed 
coal delivered to them will be inter- 
ested to know that the whitewashing 
1s not done to improve the appearance 
or to increase tbe burolng qualities 
The treatment neltber Improves nor 
harms the fuel 

It ts a detective scheme on the part 
of the railroads to locate and to pre- 
vent theft of the coal as It ts hauled 
from the mines to the consumer. 
These depredations amount to thoa- 
sands of tons anpually, and the rell- 
roads are the sufferers, as it is up to 
them to deliver ag many tons at their 
destination, eften a thousand miles 
away, as were welghed In when the 
car was turned over for transportation. 








Two or three tons may be removed: 


from a carioad containing forty tons 
without attracting attention to its de 
creased quantity until the car is again 
placed on the scales. To locate the 
loss, says Popular Mechanics. Umewa- 
ter is sprayed over a carioad of coal 
In a short time the water bas erapo- 
rated, leaving 2 load of white coal 
Then removal of any coal Jeares a biz 
black spot, which fs quickly noticed by 
fospectors and station agents and the 
leak found and stopped.

ALL ARE NOT LEGAL TENDER. 





Borne of the Most Imposing "oF the Pa- 
per Currency May Be Leawfully Re- 
fused When Offered In Payment of 
an Obligation of Any Kind. 


Officially there are just ten kinds of 
money ip circulation in the United 
Btates, Could you name them all off- 
band? Do you know which of those 
besides gold colo are legal tender and 
in what amount? It may be that “all 
money looks allke to you,” put there's 
a difference, and below {fs the list: 

Gold coins, standard silver dollars, 
subsidiary silver, gold certificates, ail- 
wer certificates, treasury notes (1890), 
United States notes (greenbacks), na- 
tional bank notes, nickel coins and 
bronze coins. 

Looking upon this formidable classi- 
fication of United States money as 
made by the treasury department, it 
becomes more formidable when it is 
considered from the highly technical 
point of view as a legal tender. Some 
of the most imposing of the paper cur- 
rency is not a legal tender at all, while, 
as to the minor coins, they are legal 
tender in such small amounts as to 
startle the average layman, it may be 
well to recall to this Inayman that the 
term “legal tender” owes its signiO- 
cance to the fact that in payment of 
edt or obligation of any kind it can 
be forced upon the creditor “in full of 
all demands,”

While the gold and allver certificates 
are not Jegal tender as between indi- 
viduals, both issues are receivable for 
all government dues of whatever kiod. 
in this respect legally more acceptable 
than is the greenback. 

National bank notes, while not legal 
tender and not receivable for duties on 
imports, still may be paid by the gov- 
ernment for salaries and ‘all debts of 
the government except interest dues 
and in redemption of national currency. 

By especial enactment no foreign 
coin of any kind or denomination shall 
be a legal tender in the United States,

Merce are among the most unique min- 
eral products of the worl, and they 
Serve a purpose iy the indestrint wortd 
that makes them of great value. ‘The 
black diamonds are pure carbon and 
yet ju no outward appearance resem- 
ble the dianwuds which we are accus- 
tomed to weur as orvatpents, They 
are slightly Larder than the crystal or 
gem diamonds und, tn fact about the 
bardest substance known. 

Black diamonds, or carbons, are 
among the greatest curiosities of the 
miveral Kingdom. ‘They sage without 
crystalline form and ure found In fr- 
regular pieces) rauging in stze frum 
half a carat up\f three. four and. five 
hundred carats. \Vfbey are dark gray. 
black or brownish tn color avd opaque. 
The real diamond.vf the jowelry. trade 
is also pure carbon, bat trunslucent 
and crystalline in form. Two objects 
so alike in composluon coakt not be 
found so opposite In appearance os 
these two forms of curbon. 

Anotber peculiar thing about the 
black diamonds fs thnt they are found 
only in one Jocality in the wortd. ‘Lhey 
come from a very small section of Lra-

Canada.” 

The udjournment of-the debate waa 
moved by Malcolm Schell of South 
Oxford, and several bills were given 
a second reading.

Jan, 12.

Tho hopper for 
gravel ts beid Iu place merely by two 
hookr, and can therefore be removed 
when dealred. The paper holder -also 
can-be-Teddily removed owing to the 
slots which connect with the bearings.

“CANADA IN'1244— 


Early English Weiter Describes the 
Growing Colony. 

Though there has been a myriad of 
English’ correspondents within our 
dDorders during the past ten years en- 
gaged in the business of “writing up” 
Canada, it must not be thought that 
“they are in any sense pioneers in the 
business. As carly as 1844 there was 
published by A. & O. Black‘of Edin- 
burgh, a volume entitled “Views of 
Canada and the Colonists, by a Four 
Years" Resident,” which resembles in 
its accounts of Western Ontario towns 
the vivacious accounts recently given 
of the centres springing up in the 
great Northwest which appear con- 
stantly thers. Tho author was anony- 
mous, but it was subsequently reveal- 
ed that his name was Brown, and 
Chamber's Jcurnal vouched for the 
fact that he was a “highly respect 
able person” free from all connections 
which could produce a bias in his 
mind in favor of the colony generally, 
or any of its particular districts.” 

That sounds bully nowadays doesn't 
it. It must be” remembered that 
“Canada” in the days when this book 
was written, comprised what are now 
known aa the Provinces of Ontario 
and Quebec, the Maritimes were 
separate and distinct territories, some 
of the oldest inhabitants of which 
have. not yet accepted the name 
“Canadian.” 

Mr. Brown was generally favorable 
to Canada, He spoke of the comfort 
of the farming class, their own free 
forms. light taxes, and plenty of beef, 
Lread, and wool. He was particularly 
enamoured of the London district, 
where he said that out of a poela: 
tien of 50.900, there were only ten 
persons subsisting on alfis. He con- 
trasted thi with conditions in Ens- 
jand, where he alleged thet pauper- 
isin had reached the alarming figures 
of nearly ten per cent. of the popula- 
tien, 

He spoke particularly of the work 
of Mr. Talbot, the Irishman, who first 
planned the scheme of oolonizing the 
London district in the early twentics, 
and a memorial to whom exists in 
the prosperous Jittle city of St. 
Thomas, He states that scarcely a 
man of those who accompanied Tal- 
bot to Upper Canada in 1522, was pos- 
sessed of mere than one hundred 
pounds, and that every man of them 
twenty Fi owned a fine farin, 
plenty dd was “in emjoy- 
ment of all the comforts and many of 
the luxuries of li 

That is going « y when one c 
Siders the obl-time election talk o' 
poor overstaxed and  over-worked 
farmers who have hardly cnoush 
time to expectorate, Speaking of the 
town of London, be said that it had 
fine streets. nm very respec’ « Jogk.

Area Under Corn. 

A report on corn-growing, just issu- 
ed by the Ontario Department of Ag- 
riculture, contains an article by Prof. 
C. A. Zavitz of the Ontario Agricul- 
tural Colicge, in which he points out 
that there are 533,433 acres devoted to 
corm-growing in-the province. Of this 
acteage, more than ouc-balf és located 
in the Counties of Essex, Kent, Mid- 
dlvsex, Elgin, Lambton and Oxford, 
Essex and Kent produce the greatest 
quantities of corn for*husking and 
Oxford and Middlesex the greatest 
amount for the silo. The market value 
of the corn crop in Essex and Kent, 
according to the latest report, was 
$3,290,556 in 1907.

Naval Defence. 





Before Parliament dispersed for the 
Christmas holidays Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
ier announced that the Naval Defence 
Bill would not be brought down before 
the 12th of January. Immediately af- 
terwards, Dr. Sproule, speaking on be- 
half of the Conservative party, gave 
utterance to an important pronounce- 
ment on the subject. He said: “} 
notice that the specch from the throne 
deals with only one question that 
might be regarded as new matter, 
and that is naval defence. On that 
question, as the Bill is not before the 
House, I do not desire or intend to 
make any lengthy observations. But 
T may say in passing that the speech ! 
from the throne rather indicated that 
the Bill would have been brought be 
fore Parliament long age, and I ean | 
not understand why she delay at the 
present time. The Governor-General 
said: 

“Two members of my Government 
attended the linperial Conference 
called by His Majesty's Government 
on the question of defence. A plan 
way adopted after consultation with 
the Admiralty, for the o nization 
ot a Canadian naval service, on the 
lines of the resolution of the Hons 
of Commons of the 2%h of March last. 
The papers will he immediately 
brought down, and a Bill introduced } 
accordingly.”
